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ZION ZITY TOFUND HER DEBT 

Voliva Presents Proposition for the 
funding of Entire Debt 



WilLbur Glenn Voliva introduced a pro- 
position to llio investors ot Kio» City last 
"Friday night which ho declared will wipe 
out Zion'i indebtedness within fifteen years 
and pay interest to the creditors. The in- 
vestors, 800 of whom were present, agreed 
to tbo proposed schome and hopes were 
•eipresscd that the property ln_ZIon will 
noon bo freed from court jurisdiction In 
order that the scheme might bo tried, 

Zion'* total indebtedness is 85,160,000. 
Voliva, aided by lawyers who drew up tbo 
technical parts of the scheme, proposed tho 
following: 

That all the indebtedness be funded for 
fifteen years, the Christian Catholic church 
to Issue to the creditors certificates of in* 
indebtedness bearing 6 per cent interest,, 
the Interest to bo paid out of the net earn- 
ings of Zion's Industries, 25 per cent of the 
■earnings to bo set aside to pay off the 
principal. 

"This is the only feasible plan to get 
Zion out of debt," said Voliva addressing 
the Investors in the college building. "It 
is the only possible way for Zion to pay its 
creditors 100 Cents on tho dollar. Let us 
roll up our sleeves and get to work. The 
profits from the lace factory atone should 
pay off tho debt in fifteen Tears." 

Alfred Bills, who Is a candidate for gen- 
eral overseer against Voliva, and John 
Grant, where the only investors in Zion 



who did not indorse tho idea. 

■♦.With all of Zion's industries properly 
run, and. tliey cwi be properly run, tho 
debt of the community could be cleared off 
under this plan in lew than fifteen years, 
but it is not necessary to hasten the. matter 
any more than that. All of tbo people of 
Zion must stick toaetber in order to carry 
out such a plan and nil of you will stand 
by ns If such a method of clearing the 
property Is adopted. 
, Zion's indebtedness is divided ns follows: 

Individual bank deposits 8 300,000 

Per. loans on notes 300,000 

Interest and dividends ., 800,000 

Outsnndlng stocks 3,700,000 

Total debt on Zion site. ........ 3,700,000

counts and their stock for the certificates 
of indebtedness Volivn proposes should be 
issued. Voliva explained that 84.000,000 
of the indebtedness was held by members 
of Zion. 

"These assets are of a peculiar nature," 
Bald Voliva. "At once, or in soma other 
manner converted into cash by the re- 
ceiver, they will ib rink enormously In 
value. If they are let alone nnd jndiclous- 
Ij operated Zion will again prosper in a 
very short time. Tho' lace factory is a 
bonanza."

give the Ink' a 'perfume; the gold" to 
give It luster. 

Afterward the Ink la dried for three 
weeks' In molds. The stocks are then 
decorated, the most 'artistic scribes 
gliding them with very beautiful Chi- 
nese -characters.

"How is tho man that I shot?"

"outlaw." to two newspaper men, as tbey 
scrambled barefooted up the bank upon 
tbe land of the man who has for two yean 
defied tbe attempts of bdth the federal and 
state governments to dislodge him. 

"Did you fellows take off you shoes to 
keep them dry, or so that you could run 
faster?" was the next question, and a mer- 
ry twinkle appeared in his eyes. 

"I bono that fellow is not going to die," 
he continued, "because T don't want to kill 
anybody. Tbo day he came on this land 
and shot down my boy Clarence I intended 
that he should die and shot tbe best 1 know- 
how. He was behind a stamp, however, 
and that is alt that saved bim. 

"I don't want to kill anybody because 
that is the trap that tbe company has been 
laying for me for nearly three. years, and 
tbey haven't got me into it yet, They 
nearly succeeded seventl times; though," 
he said grimly and his lips grew together 
in a straight line that must have been 
there tbe day be fought oil tbo sheriff's 
men. 

"The company has persecuted me "for 
three years, sending in young fools to be 
killed, killing my cattle and sheep, steal- 
ing my dogs and daring me to come off 
my land on (o (heirs. I suppose that some 
day tbey will get me, but John Dcitz, 
whom they call the desperado and outlaw, 
is going out of here feet first, leaving his.

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Clod Mmhtr, Leveler «nA Draff. 

This clod masher, lerelcr nnd drag 
can also bo used for mashing down 
cornstalks nnd weeds. Cut off a log 
about twelro inches In diameter that 
will split straight through tha mlddlo 
nicely, take off the bark from both 
pieces, thnt will leave one flat sldo nnd 
one rounding side to each piece; get 
some old hnlf-lncb rod irons, sir pieces 
about fifteen inches long, have tops on 
one end and book about two Inchon 
long, bent on the other end; bore two 
auger holes In each piece a foot from 
each end; put the hooka with tnpa 
through boles. Oct two pieces of eld 
log chains, with three links each, which 
will fasten the two pieces of timber to- 
gether. Bore two mote boles In one of 
the pieces about two feet from each 
end, and tako one long trace chain and 
fnBten to doubletree.

lives on nifalfa nnd clover nnd rapidly 
destroys thorn The seeds are small and 
yellow and most of the alfalfa seeds 
from tho West are Infested -with dod- 
der. The Now York station says tbut 
the dodder seeds can bo removed by 
sifting the seed through a sieve having 
twenty meshes to the Inch. Careful 
seedsmen will sift the seeds, but farm* 
era should be on their guard against 
common seeds that may be on the 
market, 

Dnn»rriiB« Corn Peat* 
Tha cornstalk borer has Infested va- 
rious parts of tho county for many 
years, but hns not done great dnmngo 
In most parts of the corn belt. It has 
begun to appear In Iowa and Kansas In 
the last two or three years. 

It is a large, white, brown-spotted 
caterpillar which bores Into a stalk of 
young corn. When fully grown It bur- 
rows down Into tha tup-root, and In 
tho spring transforms to a pupa, from 
which too adult soon emerges and lays 
Its eggs on tho young corn near the ax- 

Tho young larvae batching from tbem 
bore Into the stalk nnd upward through 
the pith. When fully grown they bore 
outwards to the surface, making a hole, 
from which the moth escapes and trans- 
forms to pupa in tho burrow. Tbls In- 
sect Is two-brooded, the second brood 
feeding on the old stalks, generally be- 
tween the second Joint and the ground, 
and becoming full grown n'wut harvest 
time, when they go Into winter quar- 
ters. 

When corn was seriously Infested 
last year and tho stalks left stnndlng 
a second Infestation may be expected 
this year unless the farmer has raked 
and burned, a method which wo have 
always suggested when the cornstalks 
were known to harbor any kind of In- 
sect pests. Corn is too good to be with- 
out Is full supply of enemies, which at- 
tack It from the very time It Is planted 
In the ground until It U In the full 
ear.

The successful chemical processes for 
aluminum, which were ail based upon 
the reduction of salts of aluminium 
with sodium, and were simply modifica- 
tions of the method used by Wohler in 
1827, when ho discovered the metal, 
brought first ami foremost In their 
train the remarkable cheapening In the 
manufacture of sodium; because, unless 
flodlum could be obtained at a low coBt 
It was Impossible to mnuufneture 
aluminium cheaply. However, by pure- 
ly chemical processes it was never 
found possible to produce alumin- 
ium helow about 30 shillings per 
kilo, says London Kilo. In fact, In 18S0 
the price was 3S shillings per kilo, but 
tit the end of 1801, soon after the ad- 
vent of successful electrolytic processes, 
it had fallen to S shillings, and at the 
present day It Is rather less than 2 
shillings per kilo. 

To the brothers Cowles of America 
belongs the honor of first producing n 
working furnace In which they were 
able by electricnl and electrolytic mctb* 
odjn, to obtain alloys of aluminium with 
other metalH by striking au arc In a 
mixture of hnuxlte and oxide of Iron 
or other metal. The Hcroult seems to 
have been the first furnnco in which a 
fused aluminium salt — cryolite — wjis 
actually electrolysed on a comuccntl 
flcnlc, and modifications of those fur- 
naces lire at the present day among the 
most successful which are employed, 
mid the one worked by tho British 
Aluminium Company at Foyers Is a 
Hcroult. 

The production of nlumlnlum is es- 
sentially one ot electrolysis, but It Is 
nlso clcctrothermlc in so far as the 
passage of tho current serves to keep 
the bit th molten. The bnth usually con- 
sists In the first place ot fused cryolite, 
and ns tho electrolysis continues the 
loss of nlumlnlum Is replaced by addi- 
tions of aluminium fluoride or of 
alumina. If the hath were regenerated 
by continual additions of cryolite, In 
time the qunntlty of sodium fluoride 
would become excessive, and sodium 
and not nlumlnlum would bo yielded up 
at the cathode. 

- Most authorities consider that In n 
bath which Is regenerated with alumlnn 
the alumina and not the fluoride under- 
goes electrolysis. Adolpha Mlnet, how- 
ever, considers thnt it Is the nlumlnlum 
fluoride which undergoes electrolysis, 
nml that the fluorine given up at the 
anode continuously reproduces cryolite. 

Aluminium Is perhaps of more gen- 
eral uso in the form of Its alloys than 
In tho puro condition. Wo boo that M, 
Mlnet mentions Its use In the puro 
state for surgical Instruments— woo be- 
tide thcKo Instruments If nntlsepttclicd 
In mercuric chjoride.

Cheap Pnrt Alcohol, 

Denaturlzcd alcohol will probably be- 
come another great product of the 
southern states. It Is claimed that cot- 
tonseed oil machinery Is perfectly 
adapted to making Industrial alcohol 
from tho potato. If tbls is successfully 
proven, the many cottonseed oil mills 
of the south, which are Idle each sum- 
mer season for lack of material, will be 
able to operate all the time and keep 
their employes together. Furthermore, 
being already equipped with the ma- 
chinery, they will, no doubt, be able to 
manufacture the alcohol very cheaply. 
Farmers would also be benefited by the 
Immense demand for potatoes that 
would result In Cuba alcohol Is pro- 
duced nnd sold from twelve to fifteen 
cents a gallo* and it Is said to moke 
an excellent fuel for running engines. 
It produces no soot or disagreeable 
odors. When the law recently passed 
by congress to dcnaturlze alcohol In 
the United States becomes operative It 
Is expected greatly to Increase the use 
of tho article both for fuel and other 
purposes, 

Th* Way to Malta liens Moult. 

One of the achievements of modem 
poultry keeping is that of forcing a hen 
to doff, her old coat, and grow a new 
one before the rime when she would 
do so naturally. Many hens shed their 
feathers so late In tho season, natural- 
ly, that cold weather overtakes them 
before they get now suits, consequently 
they seldom bagln Inytog before spring. 
If the moult can bo hastened so thnt 
n new coat of feathers Is grown and 
the laying can bo started before cold 
weather, the prospect Is good for a 
supply of eggs during fail and winter. 

The result Is usually accomplished 
by cutting off all meat and mash foodB, 
putting tbe bens on short rations of 
grain for a week or so to stop the lay- 
ing, then allow mora liberty and feed a 
full ration high to protein. Tbls loosens 
tho old feathers, which drop off quickly 
and starts u rapid growth of tho new. 
A liberal allowance of beef scrap Is 
c&sentlnl, and linseed meal Is an advan- 
tage. Sunflower seeds are' also good 
during tho moult 

Cutting AspnraB-ns Sialics. 

The right way In cutting asparagus 
stalks, says an expert In answer to a 
question, Is to cut everything dean up 
to tho end of the asparagus season, or 
up to about the time that green peas 
«re fit to gather. -After that wo lot a i] 
the stalks grow, hut If we were to cut 
any, wo would remove the little ones 
rather than the big ones. This clean 
cutting Is' also tho best remedy for the 
ns-paragus beetle, which gives us qame 
trouble here. As long ns all the stalks 
aro cut, the Insect Is given no chance to 
breed, and later on, when wo stop cut- 
ting, we can Gpray the plants with tho 
Bordeaux mixture and arsenate of load 
combination which makes an end to tho 
beetle attacks for n while, and also 
Checks tho rust H that glres trouble. 
For ridding tho stalks of slugs alone, 
dusting -with freshly staked limo -while 
tho phuvts nra still wet with dew will 
answer, -, •

Taps "Worm In Tnrlcars. 

The presence of the tapeworm may 
bo recognized through the Indolent, 
drowsy spirits of turkeys Infested by 
It; a careful examination of voiding* 
will rvoal its presence, as those in- 
fested will pass small portions of ths 
worm. Powdered male fern Is an ef- 
fective remedy, and may be adminis- 
tered In doses of from thirty grains 
to ono dram of tho powder; or of- tha 
liquid extract, fifteen to thirty drops. 
This should be administered morning 
and evening beforo feeding; the mini- 
mum dose to the younger, increasing 
tho dose as they grow older. Oil of 
turpentine Is an excellent remedy 
against worms ot all kinds which In- 
habit tho digestive organs of poultry. 
A common remedy. for tho removal o* 
worms from fowls Is ono drop of kero- 
sene oil night and morning. This 
should not be administered to the very 
young, but may be used with impuni- 
ty after they are a few weeks old.

CROP IS BREAKER OF RECORDS. 
N'«t* York Central UffloUl BilinmUi 

It Crenlen* PrUdilOPil. 

W. C, Drown, vW president of the 
New York Central system, wt tinted re- 
cently from a Journey of more than 3,000 
miles through the mlilille West, under- 
taken with the object of ascertaining the 
actual crop situation. lie visited the 
State* of Illinois, Indiana, Missouri and 
Iowa and has prepared special reports 
on the cantlillons in Kunsas and Ne- 
bmska. hi all of these, according to his 
observation, the crojN this year will be 
remarkable as to bath quantity and qual- 
ity. 

Speaking of the 'trip. Mr. Browa said: 
"I believe that the United Slates, this 
year will bnrvest a larger quantity of 
grain of all sorts ■than ever before and 
will jmnrkct It at « better price, consid- 
ering the siie of the crops. The wheat 
crop In -the six States in which I have 
ppxsonully made Investigation will he tung- 
nlfirent, Kansas this year Is going to 
produce e whent crop of about 00,000,000 
bushels. Last year it produced ST ,000,- 
000 bushels, The corn crop m In splen- 
did condition, In Kansas and Neftmska 
a com crop on ns larpt a scale as ever 
before is practically osiurcd. Iowa will 
produce 3o0.000,0fW bushels of corn and 
possibly 3,V>.000,000, Missouri, with the 
exception of four counties in the north- 
east, will have great corn crops," 

It I will .11 en t limpecituii Utiles. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson has 
made public the regulations under the 
new law governing ihe lusiiecllou of meat 
products. They cover all slaughtering, 
packing, canning, salting or allied estab- 
lishments whose products enter hito In- 
terstate or foreign commerce, unless spe- 
cifically exempted on the plen of being 
retail butchers. All pnrts of the buildings 
must be whitewashed or painted, or other- 
wise kept in clenn and sanitary condition. 
All trucks, racks, tools and machinery 
used in handling nieat must be cleansed 
each day. Kin ploy cs must wear outer 
Ho thing of mute rial easily i-le&nsed, nnd 
all toilet rooms must he entirely separated 
from mcnt-unndling rooms. No person af- 
fected with tuberculosis or who is unclean 
or careless of person may Ito employed. 
Weekly reports on sanitation nre to be 
nimbi to the Inspector by those in charge 
of the various department* but any em- 
ploye who det wis bad conditions may re- 
port direct to the Inspector, No meat 
product may contain any Bulfsthuce, which 
lessens its wholesomeness, nor any chem- 
ical unless specified by law, or any pre- 
servative other than salt, sugar, wood 
smoke, vincsar, pure spires or salt pelre. 
Hut meats for foreign trade muy contain 
such preservatives as do not conillet with 
the laws of -the couniry to which they are 
shipped. All auiniiils which, after inspec- 
tion, are suspected oE being diseased, 
must be slaughtered apart from other ani- 
mals under supervision. All condemned 
meats nre to be placed In n tank in the 
presence of an inspector, and at the same 
time sufiiclent coloring matter Is to lie 
added to prevent the tankage from being 
used in edible products. All labels are to 
be nOlxed under personal supervision of 
a government employe. 

Dry* FnrnilnsJ ll«i|ie of "Went, 
John L. Cowan, In the Century Maga- 
zine, describes fully n new method of 
cultivating arid lands of the West, which 
Is celled "dry farming." or "scientific soil 
culture.'* The idea is simply to ndapt 
farming to natural comli lions by so culti- 
vating the soil ns to store up ami retain 
the rain nud snows right in the ground 
over which they fall. This is done by 
applying diligently nnd without let iip 
two principles. First, the surface of the 
land must be kept looso nnd finely pul- 
verized, which forms n soil mulch that 
permits the ruins and melting snows to 
percolate readily through to the compoct- 
ed soil beneath, and at the same tin so 
prevents the moisture stored In the 
ground from rising to the surface by 
capillary attraction to be absorbed by 
the hot, dry air. Tht second principle 
It to keep the subsoil finely pulverized and 
firmly compacted, increasing its water* 
holding capacity and capillary attraction 
and placing it in the very best physical 
condition for the germ inn t Ion of seeds ana 
the growth of plant roots. There Is a 
newly invented machine used for the lat- 
ter process, called a sub-soil packer, nud 
this follows close behind the plow, which 
is put to work immed lately aflcr the crop 
Is ii n r vested, nnd the harrowing, which 
follows the packing, is repented after ev- 
ery rainfall, no mttttt-r how far front the 
time of planting the next crop. It Is 
said that millions of acres in the Western 
States, which ore now utterly useless or 
good only for grazing purposes, could, by 
dry farming, be brought Into a state of 
higher cultivation thnn is attained by irri- 
gation and with vastly less expense.

Tenders nre Invited ut the oMce of 
the Director of the Mint In Washington 
on Wednesday. Aug. In, tip to 1 o'clock

until further notice. These tenders nro 
to be for delivery nt the Philadelphia, 
New Orleans or Denver mint, settle- 
ments to be on the New York basis of 
bullion gun mat eed OH! I fine. 

The treasury reserves the right to re- 
ject all tenders or accept such part of 
tiny tender as may suit Its convenience. 
Jt is understood Hint, nntlelpntlng that 
Its reappearance as a purchaser might 
temporarily disturb the market unduly, 
the treasury hns obtained control of 
considerable amounts for future deliv- 
ery, so that It Is In position to drop out 
of the market for several mouths If de- 
sirable, 

The average retpil rem cuts of the 
treasury throughout the year will prob- 
ably not exceed 100,000 ouuccb per 
week, mid It will be the policy of the 
department, while keeping u reasonable 
amount in hand, tn hi distribute Its

Eggs which are 
over' five days old should not he used. 
Every egg when laid should be care- 
fully dated, to show when taken from 
the neat In order to avoid error on this 
pblnf.

It Is not to be expected that the fowls 
can be taken .care of wholly on tbe 
range during the summer no matter 
bow extensive It may be so that tbe 
groin must be fed In a greater or less 
amount. During tbe summer we do 
without tbe mnshes and the corn, feed* 
lng wheat and buckwbeot and, begin-, 
nlng lu June, more or* less cottonseed 
meal, nddlng It In very small quanti- 
ties and Increasing It gradually until 
about one-tenth of the dally ration con- 
sists of tbe oil meal.

When It Is desired to empty' the trap 
the two sections nre readily drawn 
upnrt. By reason of the fnct that tho 
trap Is rectnngulur It am bo placed on 
nny one of Its sides without danger of 
rolling away or becoming mle-nlnced. 



Seed corn should be so well cared 
for that It will contain no curs that 
will not germinate, and seed testing 
should be employed as a demonstration 
of the fflct that the seed bnB received 
proper attention rather than as a screen 
to separate the worthless from tbe poor- 
ly preserved seed.

Millet for Sltace. 

Japanese millet 1b excellent for silage, 
having a nearly solid stem, and thus 
being better adapted to keeping than 
many other fodder crops. It will pro- 
duco twelve tons or more of green fod- 
der to the acre. The advantage over 
corn Is that It stands dry weather some- 
what better and may be. sown later 
than corn. Soy beans have tbe advan- 
tage over either of these crops in con- 
taining protein, nnd when mixed with 
com make n balnnced ensilage, thus 
cutting down the grain bills. But with 
tbe amount of land limited, It might be 
better to plant all corn and buy the 
gralu, since no crop gives so great a 
bulk of cattle food for the labor and 
expense required na corn. 



Packing hogs nre of n poorer grade 
tbnn* butcher hogs. They Include old 
brood sows and other hogs which are 
heavy enough for this class and not 
good enough for the butcher bog clnss, 
except the very poor clnss, such us 
boars, roughs and coarse stags. About 
40 per cent of the bogs that go to tbe 
Chicago market annunlly are of this 
class. \VhnL*the breeder wants to do 
Is to avoid raising such hogs. 



.Field bonus often make n desirable 
crop to plant on portions of tbe farm 
which may be somewhat run down or 
for one reason or nnothcr ennnpt be 
got In shape in time, for other crops. 
The ground should be put in good con- 
dition and tho beans drilled In wltl 
the corn planter. If the vines nre not 
of n variety or the ground Is not bo 
rich as to make a rank growth of 
vine the field may be gone over with 
the planter a second time, which will 
leave the rows nbout n foot and ten 
luclies apnrt. If tho field Is planted lu 
this way the cultivating will have to 
bo done with a fine-toothed slugle- 
horse cultivator.

Aspnrairaa Grown from Seed. 1 
The following suggestion from a Kan- 
sas writer on growing nsparagus from 
Bced is easy to follow on any farm : . 
Asparagus Is a paying crop, nud on* 
that Is easily raised. Tbe plants may 
be growu from Bced nt a very small ■ 
cost, Flant the Beed In good garden 
soil, keep well cultivated the first year 
and transplant to n permanent bed the 
second year. Mnke the soil very rich, 
pulverizing It thoroughly, aud Bet the 
plants two and one-half feet apart In 
rows three feet nparL In the spring, 
before the tender stalks shoot up, sprin- 
kle the top of tbe ground alone the 
rows with common stock salt Keep 
weeds down by cultivating ou mulching 
— preferably tbe former, If tbe season 
Is not uncommonly dry.. A bed located 
on fi south slope will bring very early 
asparagus, nnd this commands the best 
price. 

Starting the Oelerr Plants. 

The celery seed should be sown In 
either shallow fiat boxes, pans or 
(lower pots having drainage and filled 
with reasonably rich loam nnd placed 
In either kitchen window or hotbed 
In February or March. Sow the seed 
rather thickly, and when the soil hm 
been made quite moist, sift light Boll 
or Blind over, firm well, nud cover light- 
ly with one thickness of paper or cloth 
to exclude light and keep the soil moist. 
The temperature should be moderate. 
Ten or twelve days after sowing, tbe 
seeds begin to sprout, and care must bo 
exercised that the soil does, not dry out, 
nor be exposed to direct rays ot the 
sun, for in this way. tbey aro easily 
destroyed. The paper or cloth must bo 
gradually raised, that the young plants 
may become accustomed to tho light 
and air. 

When nn Inch or less in height, trans- 
plant Into four-inch deep cigar or other 
boxca or to a hotbed containing rather! 
rich earth, as upon .their Btrong,- sturdy 
growth depends In a great: measure the 
success of the full-grown: plants. Set 
about duc-bnlf or three-quarters Inch 
apart Keep well wntored, though uot 
too wot, and ubade lightly If the wen tri- 
or Is too bright for two or three. days.-. 
If growth becomes too rank, before' Uuio 
for transplanting to" tho open gvound,Y 
the tops should be sheared: nearly to 
trie heart. .leaves. In tact this hi. n 
good policy to f follow lu transplanting . 
most plants where trie roots, are ' die-" 
turbed to. miy," extent by being uprooted; 
from the nu rsery 'y bed. 1 1 f o rins an [ 
equilibrium between tho tops and rooia;

Carbonic Add Gas Aro 

Bo Popular. 

The London Lancet, dlBcuanIng 
"effervescing bevornges," agrees re- 
garding their extensive ubo among all 
classes, 

"Probably/* It says, "thoro aro two 
reasons for It, First of all, carbonic 
acid gas gives piquancy to a bovorago, 
a briskness to It and an acid taste," 
and, second, "t lie re are reasons for bo- 
Roving that tho effervescent proper- 
ties of a liquid promote digestion In 
two ways; flrBt, by tbo carbonic acid 
acting as a stimulant to tho move- 
ments of tho stomach, nnd, second, by 
assisting In tho' disintegration of the 
contents of the stomach." 

On_tho other hand, however, It may 
bo undesirable to distend tho Btomneb 
with so much gas. as It may load to 
tho embarrassment of action of n 
weak heart and may oven poison tho 
blood by the direct absorption of the 
gas by the stomach. In such cases, 
therefore, such beverages should bo 
avoided. It Is the question, then, of 
mere Immoderation In use that causes 
rc&I trouble. 



"Good English." 
In discussing editorially tho art of 
writing good English, the New York 
Evening Post assorts, what we may 
enslly believe, that -the fault of most 
manuscript submitted to Us editors is 
not erratic punctuation, grammatical 
blunders or Improprieties. These are

People prefer to 
travel to gold fields by rail to track- 
ing over mountains and wastes, and 
we may yet see considerable towns de- 
velop there, for those now In existence 
are In many Instances little more than 
bamlets. Any place In Alaska having 
300 Inhabitants can become an Incor- 
porated town. Even these cannot be 
numerous in this vast region. Con- 
gress has neglected Alaska. Tbe 
schools are small and struggling and 
their condition deters many transients 
from becoming homeseekors. As a 
commercial proposition Alaska has 
made a good showing, but tbe visions 
of the great arctic commonwealth which 
were entertained at the Ume of Its ac- 
quisition have not materialized.

Fine Example of Continuance of Men- 
tal Power la the Darwin 
Family. 



It Is not nn Invariable ruto that tho 
■ons of distinguished fathers bear wit- 
ness iu their lives to the axcellenco of 
their breeding; but a fine example of 
such continuance ot family power Is 
shown In tho Dnrwlns, sayn the Head- 
er, Charles Darwin had four Bons, 
Francis, George, Horace and Leonard, 
Tho oldest took a course In medicine, 
but did not practice it. Ho became his 
father's assistant, and Inter his father's 
biographer and litorary executor. Ho 
has written extensively upon the phy- 
siology of ptnnts, and is foreign secre- 
tary of tho Royal society. The second 
son, now n hum net, is Plum Inn profes- 
Bor of astronomy nnd experimental 
Philosophy nt Cambridge. Ho hnB In- 
herited much of hi3 father's power of 
origin ni experimentation, and has writ- 
ten on such subjects as periodic orbits, 
tbo mechanical condition of n^ Bwarm 
of .meteorites, tbe titles, nnd kindred 
phenomena In the solar system, 'tidal 
friction on tho earth and moon, etc., 
etc. Ho was a wrangler and prizeman 
nt college, Is now president of tho Brit- 
ish Astronomical association, and a 
member of tho Council of Meteorologi- 
cal Office. Horace Darwin, tho third 
son, who Is chairman of the Camhridgo 
Bclontlllc Instrument company, assists 
Sir Qeorgo In hlB work. The youngest 
of Chnrles Dnrwln's eonB Is MnJ. Leon- 
ard Darwin, who has brought to tbe 
service his geographical training, He 
has nerved on several scientific expedi- 
tions, nnd as memnor of parliament, 
nnd Is the author of books on bimetal- 
lism and municipal trade.
